At the time the univerBlty uaa establlehedv there were 1,300 atudenta. Tlie 
1948 report shows a total s^urollment nearing 5,000, but the students of the 
three Independent colleges were Iricludo^.* other words, the actu2»l nuisd)er 
of ot-udonte In £lm II Sung Tfelyarsity Is little more than 800. In the Depart- 
ment of Economics and lav, there are liTlsicms of eooisnnlos, lav, political 
aolenca, and planned eccncBloo (comnerce). In the Department of History and 
Literature, there are dlTlsJons of Korean history, world history (history of 
Soviet thlo&^., :^lloscphy, Korean literature, world llt«paturo (literature 
of Sonet Dnloai), educatlcn, and geogranhy. The lack of olassrooms and teaching 
paraoanel ccaipels the ualTerslty to divide the student body into forenoon and 
arteruoon groups. 

In the Department of History and Literature, all students ere aeiabers of the 
Labor ?arty, but only higher- level labor Rirty wnbere are admltt/ J. to the 
philosophy dinaloa. In 1948, the philosophy dlvieloa aanomced that, it was 
ready to accept 50 iiaw utulents, but the division received several hundred 
applications V Die majority of applicants were found to be either religious 
workers or students with no party affiliation. The i^verlsty authorities 
selected only 30 student a. /^rom the minority group,/, and the remaining 20 
students were selected in secrecy throu^ -various county labor Darby organi- 
zations «

selGctlng Btudenta. For example, a fir Moon of the prcpa^iida department 
of the Gh*olw6n Gotanty labor Barty vel selected to study la the philosophy 
dlvlBlpn despite the fact that he had had a great deal of trouble ia graduating 
from ei^entary school. Also Ch*ce Ke -moon, a cell head of the Kangyang 
Coiinty labor ^aruy la Kangwon-do, waa admitted to the philosophy dlTlslon 
without, esaminablan. 

Among the s tudent a in the Department of Sconomics and law, labot Barty 
members coastltute about 40 percent of the freshman and more than 60 percent of 
the Bophomore and junior clasaes. In this departmeat^ terxlsm, mteriallam, 
history of the Soviet Iftiloa Coamunist Party, and Russian language ere presoribed 
courses. Russian language la taught 6 hours each week, and history of the Soriet 
TJnicxt^. Coffifflunist Party Is glTen 3 houro a week* A claae In Radish appears In the 
school catalogue, but It is not glTen because an Boglish teacher Is' not available. 
A night school, established in 19^7 with 500 students, and a coBiinmlcatlona 
norm?, college, eatabllshed in 19h3 with 600 students^ haTo also beccmo a part 
of Kim II Sung XJniYeralty,

At the time pf its establlehment, the university had only 60 people on 
Ita teachliig staff. later, 13 men and wpmen teachsrs came frcn the Soviet 
Union by plane, ^ey were Jolhed. a little later by a number cf Scholars 
from ^uth Korea, Ihe uniTerslty now has 110 tpachers. A brief look into 
the (luallficaticoB of the so-caUed professors In Kim II Sung Ohlverelty 
revsels certain- facts. 

Hu Bon, f<xnoBr chalnnan of the South Korea labor Party, is president of 
the ’inlverslty. Vice-president ie T*ae Song-eu, who is a little over 30 years 
of age and a Soviet cltlaen-soJ.dier, After the llboratlon of Kwea, he came 
to Korea and served as ylce-chairarn of Wonsan County People's Conalttee, and 
later became chief edlcor of the Tnmin llbo. He was prenoted to the position 
of edltoi*-ln-chlef of the H odopg SlTm ^m. official orgin of the North Korea 
labor Party, and finally he was made vice -president of Kim II Sung University. 

T’ae grew up In the Soviet thlon. T^oa his coopletlon of normal school, he 
tau^t 8 years in or } of the Soviet elementary ecbocls. He gained Kim U Sung'b 
confidence when he wrote a paa^hlet on education while be wao chief editor 
of the No dong Slnaam . 

The Department of IconoialcB and law is headed by Kim Snmgjin, who with Pak 
Sl-byong and Kim Sok-yong oame from the South. Obviously, these me a dr not 
possess adequate 3BJOiw3adge In their academic field, for the students call them 
"klcked-out teachers." Some c?f the professors at Kim II Sung Ifed varsity are in 
thelT early 20*8, and s good many others were elementary- school teachers during the 
days of Japaneso administration.

The' building in which tha unlYeraity Is housod was completed In October 
1948 at a cost of 120 million won. The money came from the sole of sc- called 
*'iatrlotlc Sice" collected freo the farmers by force. The steel and concrete 
structure cantalns more than 12,000 meters of floor space. The 'University has 
lus own press for printing textbooks and a weekly university paper. As a means 
of training more profeBsors for the university, an Bsperanto school with a teaching 
staff of 30 members IS maintained.

North Korea claims that most of the studerxts at Kim II Sung TTniverslty are 
studying oonfortably under the People's Scholarship eyeten. Nevertheless, the 
odd fact is that students from Kim H Bung University are found begging for 
money in hotels, on the street, on public convayances , and in all kinds of 
places. 


As indicated, there is a graduate dl/lslon In Kim H Sung Ifelveraity, but 
there are no coi^etant professors to conduct the graduate work adequately. 
Therefore, the so-called graduate division procur^e copies of every translation 
of Bueslan from the Korean So. let tultural Association and studies them.
